On 21 September 1951 Li Chen-min (Adin ky of the Chu ising Trading Com- 
pany, 56 Dea Voeux Koad, asked Kk. C. CHOW to obtain HK ¥1,809,000 worth of 
insurance for 1,500 tons of rubber sheets LI had aboard the Polish vessel 
MICKIEWICZ®. LI had already covered part of the shipment for 10,000,000 
rupees in Caylon. The New dealand Insurance Company, when approached by 
CHOW, refused because it had already covered HK $20,000,900 worth of the 
cargo. The 21 percent war risk charge demanded by Lloyds of London was 
considered too high. Eventually the Ming An insurance Company, Hong dong, 
covered the shipment. 


On 17 September Peter TONG was assigned the confidential job of communication 
with people in MAGE, for whom he was purchasing broadcasting equipment as 
well as other goods. Ca 27 September TONG went to Macao, carrying letters 
from K. C. CLOW. J. 3S, TSAO and K. C. CLOW had wished to go to kiacao for the 
last week of September but were wable to cbtaia permits and sent TONG in 
their place, since he, as a Cantonese, requires no permit a 25X1X 


On 28 September CHUNG Chen-ohih* returned from Japan on the EASTERN TRADER. 


In late September wetoo officials were afraid that the orew of the BASTERN
